SEVENTH STREET IMPROVEMENT 


Delayed By Action of County 


Commissioners. 


FUTURE PRECEDENT 
AVOIDED 


By Offer of 
Five Hundred Dollars for 


Improvement of Tuscarawas 


Bridge Approach. 


At this session the county commis- 


sioners took action on the paving of 
Seventh street and Second street ap- 
proaching 
the 
Tuscarawas 
river 


bridge. 
Adverse action was taken 


on the first matter and a carefully 
guarded proposition to pay $500 toward 
paving the approach was made. This 
action was taken in answer to an ap- 
plication by the city council Monday 
resulting in a joint conference on the 
subject Monday afternoon. 


The Seventh street matter involves 


the paving of that portion of that 
street lying along the fairgrounds. 
The.city desires to pave the street, 
the property owners are willing to put 
up their share of the expenses and 
the county was urged to aid upon 
the argument that the improvement 
jf the street there would add to 
the 
value and 
attractiveness Of 


the public property there. The com- 
missioners however were of a different 
opinion for they voted to let the mat-

ter lie over for an indefinite period. 


Matters in connection with the 


Second street approach to the 
Tus- 


carawas river bridge were somewhat 
different. 
It has long since been be- 


lieved that that stretch of the street 
from Sycamore street to the bridge is 
still in county control. The county 
commissioners do not concede this in 
their action Wednesday, though they 
give 8500 where but $300 possibly, was 
expected. The commissioners confine 
their legal claims to the approach of 
the bridge, though they are willing 
to assist furtively on the rest of the 
improvement by reason of the fact 
that the entire west end of the coun- 
ty uses it and the city does but sel- 
dom. 
It remains now to be seen 


whether the city council will accept 
the proposition at the expense of los- 
ing the point as to who is responsible 
for" the stretch of thoroughfare be- 
tween Sycamore street and the bridge 
approach. 


"I do not believe," said Commis- 


sioner Fisher to THE AGK, "that the 
county should act on the question as 
to the strip of street from Second 
street out. We give S500 where they 
want but $300 and that ought to be 
sufficient. As to the Seventh street 
matter I think the Agricultural so- 
ciety ought to pay that as they get all 
the money. Anyhow we thought it 
best to put off considering the matter 
until next time."

FOUR MILES MOUNTAIN ROUTE 


Diverted at Cost of Three and a Quarter 


Millions of Dollars—Great 


Engineering Feat. 


The Pennsylvania "Railway company 


are constructing some heavy improve- 
ments in theAllegheny mountains be- 
ginning this week. 
The improve- 


ments are the most costly and exten- 
sive since the "Lilly cat," a most im- 
portant engineering feat. In the im- 
provements just begun one section, 
that involving a change of line in the 
mountains west of Cresson, will cost 
about $2,000,000. 
A change of line 


"between Latrobe and Beatty will cost 
in addition $1,250,000, thus making 
the total improvements cost three and 
a quarter millions. 


The mountain section of the work 


near Cresson wH! ciiar.ge c«o tEiles of 
road and over 2,OOC,oOO cubic yards of 
rock will have to bp removed and 
about seven stone bridges will have 
to be elected making 60,000 cubic 
yards of masoury to be laid. 


On the othe section about $1,000,000 


cubic yards of rock and earth must be 
removed. This change of line will be 
about two miles also. 
The improve- 


ment will thus embrace four miles of 
track, employ about 1,000 men and 
cost about $1,000,000 per mile. 
As a 


return, however, future expenses of 
up grade travel and curved tracks will 
be dispensed with. 


It will require about 15 to 18 months 


to accomplish the work.

It is learned that several 
saloonmeu have charged thick glass 
bottles with tremendous pressure, so 
that an explosion will follow their 
being broken. 


Mrs. 
Nation, strenuously assisted by 


three women, •wrought damage to the 
extent of $1,500 in the "Senate," the 
finest equipped "joint" in Topeka. The 
police followed up her raid and arrest- 
ed the proprietor of the "Senate" and 
two men who were guarding the place. 
Mrs. Nation was arrested, charged with 
malicious destruction of property, but 
promptly released on bond. 


A. Hadley, physical director of the 


Y. M. C. A., fought about Mrs. Nation. 
A negro named Jackson expressed the 
wish that Mrs. Nation would be killed. 
Hadley rt^jatad the remark and soon 
a fight was in progress. Numerous 
fights took place over the same topic. 
Kansas avenue, the principal street of 
this city, has been lined all day with 
excited little groups discussing the sit- 
uation.
